| domeatagainſt Religlon, to change any thing either inthe matter or 
forme of theſaid do&rine and diſcipline, without firſt ſhewing both 
ſome evill or defeF in the things t0 bechanged, and what good and be- 
nefit it is that the ſaid Service booke wil afforde more to the Edifi- 
cation of the Church,or true worſhip of Almightie God, then the points 
of doertne and diſcipline, which the ſaid Service book would breed 4 
change of? 

2. lnthepretended Communion,it hath all the ſub/lance and eſſen- 
tial parts of the Maſſe,and ſo brings in the moſt abominable Idolatry 
that everwas in the world, inworſhiping of a breaden God and makes 
way t0 the C Antichriſt of Rome, to brig this Land under his bondage 
againe, ar may be ſeen at large by the particulars of that Communion, 
where inſvme things, that were putout of the Service of book of Eng- 
land, for ſmelling [0 ſtro) g ofthe Maſe, arereftored, and many 0- 
ther things, that were never init, are broueht in, out of the Maſſe 
booke, though they labour to cover the matter. 1t hath the commemo- 
ration of the dead : The Table ſet Altar wayes : The oblation of the 
Bread and Wine to God before the conſecration: Jt hath the Topifh 
conſecration, that the Lord would ſanfifie by his Word and by his ho- 
ly $4i1it, thoſe gifts and creatures of Bread and wine, that they may 
Leunto us the body and blood of his Son, and thenrepeat the words of 
#nſt itution to God forthat purpoſe, It hath anoblation of it againe, af+ 

ter it  Conſtorat , the poland on by the Prieft, kneeling be fore the "0s 
corſecrat Bread and Wine. It tales away theeating and drinkin? 
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by faith mentlow in the Erglth Liturgle.tt haikthe patin chalice, 
two paternoſters in Englijh.before the Maſje,and ſer erall other pai ti- 
culars, that would take a long time torehearſe and conſute, 

2. Though they would take away the Idolatrous maſſe out of it, yet it 
hath a nun, ber of Popiſh ſuper ſlttions and Idolatrous (er. monies, as 
29 holy dayesgwhercof 22 are dedicated to Satnts,two of them tothe 
Virgta Mary, the one whereof t called, The Anuntiation of our 
Lady, ſo ſbee is mad: a Lady 10 Chriſtians, not be1nz on Earth, ſhee 
muſt be a Lady in Heaven : Js nit this to make her a Go4deſſe? It 
hath 14 Faſting dayes , and [ome weekes. 1t hath alſo the humane 
Sacraments of Croſſe in Baptiſme , laying on of the Biſhops hand 
#n confirmation. a King for the outward ſeallin Marriage: a ſan#tt- 

fied Font, holie water , holineſſe of Churches and Chapncels : pri- 
wate Baptiſme, private Communtons, Ceremontes for Buriall of the 
dead, and purification of women after Childbirth , the Trieft flan- 
ding, kneeling, tw ning to the people, and conſequintly from thems , 
ſpeaking with aloud voice, and con'equertly ſometrmes with a lowe 
voice, Pcople ſianding at Goſpels, at Gloria parti, > Creeds :. therr 
anſwering to the Minitcr, and many (uch like, in number above $5, 
beſides any religious Ornament, that the King or his Succ'ſſours ſhall 
preſcribe, and Cerem-nies that Biſhops ſha'i d:tercmine, or that ſhall 
be contei;; ed in Bookes of Homlies tobe ſit forth beereaſter. 

4. And thoughthey would take ont of the B. oke, both the Mjje & all 
thoſe ſuperiti1i ous Ceremcnies. yet it hath a number of other material 
errors: as leaving nr. a4 about a 120 Chapters of Gods Word, and 
putting this reproach upon themgthat they are leaſt edifying.co might 
beſt be ſþared.,nd reading (ſundry ie Chapters out of Apocrypha,undey 
the /itle of holy Scripture of the old Tettament It hath a Let anie more 
like conjuring then like prayers: 7 t hath ſome places out of which papiſls 
may proveathat Sacraments are ab/olutlie neceſſary toſalvation an ap- 
pointing Baptiſme in privategwith ſuch hate that if ncceſſitisrequire, 
he that baptizes needs not (0 mnch as to ſay the Lords Prayer, and out 
of which they may prove, that Sacraments give grace by thei» works 
wrought, inſazing , Children baptized, haveall things necelſ; _ 
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which they may prove mo Sacraments then two which they (ay everie 
Tariſhoner, who th already baptized; ſhall communicate.'ar.d ſhall alſo 
reccave the Sacram. nis and that Sacruiments two.are generally neceſ- 
fSarietoſaluation,a if there were others, ether not ſo general, er not 
fo neceffarie. 1t hath other paces out of whuc h they may prouc univer- 
ſl grace: ſaying, Go.ithe Father made me, and all the world, 
and God the Sonne redeemed mee, and all mankinde : Orc 
Colle pretends tobegoe fr om God, that which hey dare not; reſume 
tr name, ar da number others of this ſort, ; 
$«Thouzh likewiſe they amend all thoje errour$,ant that there were 
0 maieriall errour init at all: ſothey read nothi; g 14 all but crap- 
tures, yea, and 1h t all their Prayer, and Exhor: ations were nothing 
butwords of Scriptare. yetſucha Liturgie were. not |-w/ull tobe made 
the only forme of Gods wor(bip tn publick-: fors! hough a formed Liture 
gie may be toſerve for Rule to other Churches ©& monuments to Poſte- 
ritie what formes are uſd or that it may lead :he way or be a dixett;- 
on toth ſethat are beginning inthe Miniftrie, yet it # not by r'1ding 
of Prayers and Exhortations that the Lord appoint « his ſervants of the 
Miniſlrie toworſhip Him, or ed; fie his people, but he hath 5#v+n gifts 
to themto Exhirt, Pray, and Preach, which they ow»h1 to ſtir a and 
uſe , and though they my in'heir private fludres tate leipe of other 
mens gifts: yet it 15 nt lawfull far a man to te himſel/e, orbetyed by 
ethers, 104 preſcript ſorme of words in prayer and ex hortations for 
theſe reaſons: |
